Raising of Engine 
in Wreck'Is Begun 


Engineering Feat Faced 


By Cotton Belt Due to

CAMDEN—Raising oC the huge Cot- j 


ton Belt locomotive which went into 
the ditch south of Stephens Tuesday j 
presents one of the most 
difficult; 


problems ever faced by a wrecking! 
crew on this line.

• This is the first wreck in which 
one of the new "800 series" has fig- } 
ured and it presents an engineering | 
feat of the highest order.

Engine No. 804 is one of the 4-8-4 


type of locomotives of which 10 are 
now used by the Cotton Belt. They 
were placed in service just last sum-] 
mer.

• 


These giant railroad engines used in 


irieght service are more than 100 feet 
in length, and weigh''723,000 pounds. 
The cylinders are 26 inches in diam- 
eter and have a stroke of 30 inches. 
The driving wheels, of which there 
are four pairs, are 70 inches in dam- 
eter. The engine trucks have four 
wheels 43 inches in diameter. There 
are 12 wheels under the tender. The 
tender has a capacity of 5,000 gallons 
of water and 5,000 gallons of fuel oil. 


These engines are capable of pull- 


ing a train of 75 box cars. 


Engine No. 804 is lying on its side 


off the right of way and down a slight' 
embankment. No crane so powerful 
enough to lift it back to the tracks and 
railroad engineers probably will huilcl 
a new track and jack up one side of 
the locomotive and slide it onto the 
track. 


The wreckage was 
cleared away 


Tuesday night and traffic has been 
resumed over the tracks.'Little wreck- 
age was torn up and the derailed en- 
gine does not interfere with traffic.
